Pope Benedict XV and St. Dominie deals with the recent Encyc- 
lical of the Sovereign Pontiff issued on the occasion of the seventh cen- 
tenary of the Saint’s death, and urging a revival of his zeal for preaching 
Catholic doctrine and propagating devotion to our Blessed Lady. 


Father Hugh Pope in a paper on The Street Preacher illustrates 
from recent personal experience in the streets of Birmingham and the high- 
ways of the English Midlands the preacher's opportunities to bring Catholic 
truth to those who never enter a Catholic church. 


The Priest’s Rosary as a Pastoral Bond is an instructive paper in 
which the use of the Beads as an adjunct and substitute for the Breviary 
on the one hand, and as a medium of public devotion in the church is 
attractively discussed.
